We had had altogether too much rain. 
He is a farmer who tries to keep up 
with the times, and feels that although 
be has but ninety, out of one hundred 
and sixty-five acres of land to till, that 
Ik cannot till it probably without a 
full set of fanning implements He 
recently purchased a tractor, and will 
use it to the best of advantage this 
spring. During the summer months 
when there is considerable work to do, 
Ik employs but two colored men. If 
it were not for his full set of up to 
date Implements, be would not be 
fied with a half dozen such hired 
hands. 

During the late winter season, five

away. Two women and three men, 
all stricken with age and Infirmity, 
January, Miss Washburn on the 4th.
